in 1865 after a long and creditable 
record as captain of Company K, 
Fifty-fifth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, 


At 
Petersburg, Va., in April 1865 he lost 
an arm.

rs' Association met in the Court 
House on Thursday, February 3, at 
10 a. m. and transacted the follow- 
ing business:

President, A. C: Richards, Vice Presi- 
dent G. W. Dibert called the meeting 
to order. 
After the reading of the 


minutes, Article one, Section one, was 
read and discussed, and on motion of

He found 
by experience that cultivation made 
larger, more perfect, and more high- 
ly-colored apples than the sod mulch.

W. M. Claar, A. B. Ross and R. C. 
McNamara. 


"When and How to Prune" w is 


opened by Gideon Price and followed 
by remarks from R. C. Brown, R. C. 
McNamara, A. A. Hyda and G. W. 
Dibert.

Orchard" was given by R. C. Brown 
and was very mtei eating.

"I may say, however, that wher- 


ever nitrogen is used it means oO 
pounds of actual nitrogen per acre, 
which is furnished by about 157 
pounds nitrate 
of soda and 
200 


pounds of the best grade of dried 
blood. In the case of phosphate 100 
pounds of actual phosphoric acid is 
used, which is furnished by the use 
of about 650 pounds of best grade 
acid phosphate. 
In the case of pot- 


ash 150 pounds actual K 2 O or 300 
pounds of high grade muriate are 
used. 
These amounts are greater 


than are really necessary in at least 
the cases of potash and nitrogen. 
A 


better general formula for apples is 
one that carries 30 pounds of nitro- 


gen, 
60 pounds phosphoric acid and 


50 pounds potash per acre. 
Sucn 


amounts of material can be furnished 
by either of the following combina- 
tions, using highest grade materials 
in each case: 
(a) 100 pounds each 


of nitrate of soda, dried blood and 
! sulphate of potash and 250 pounds of 


j steamed bone meal; (b) 100 pounds 


j each of nitrate of soda and sulphate 
of potash, 120 pounds of dried blood 
and 400 pounds of acid phosphate. 
The amounts of lime and manure 
used are 100 pounds of the former 
and ] 2 tofts of the latter per acre. 
From 
our 
experiments, the lime 


seems to be of no value, at least, it 
has shown none so far, but rather 
detrimental."

There is a Senator, Stephen B. 


Elkins from the State of West Vir- 
ginia. 
Senator Elkins is a recalcit- 


rant Republican, a kind of bull in a 
china shop, that frequently makes his 
Republican conferrees grieve. About 
thirty days ago he proposed an in- 
vestigation into the cost of the high 
price of food stuffs. 
His proposal 


had no limitations and it was to go 
to the bottom of the subject "Hew to 
the line and let the chips fall where 
they may." 
His resolution was 


smothered in committee hut this 
week Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts proposed a resolution with limi- 
tations dodging any reference to the 
tariff, and this resolution was ap- 
proved next day. Then up rose Sen- 
ator Elkins and spoke his mind, say- 
ing in substance that Aldrich and 
Lodge were conspiring to keep bacic 
facts in the interest of their recent 
tariff 
legislation. 
Senator Elkins 


has taken the initiative in this in- 
vestigation as to the cost of living. 
He offered the first resolution pro- 
viding that a committee make an in- 
quiry but he has protested in no un- 
certain language against the smoth- 
ering of his measure in the Senate 
Committee on Auditing Expenses. In 
short, Senator Elkins is an insurgent. 
Not a universal toggle-jointed insur- 
gent like La Follette but a belliger- 
ent, multi-millionaire 
inconvenient 


insurgent and is giving the old guard 
Senators on the Republican side a 
great deal of trouble. 
The charges 


coming from the inner ranks of the 
Republican household, that the in-

Senator 


Lodge and approved by Aldrich is in- 
tended merely to acquit the tariff 
tinkerers of the extra session, is very 
embarrassing to the Senate leaders. 
An investigation in good faith must 
be instituted or Messrs. Aldrich, Hale 
and Lodge and their assistant Repub- 
lican Senators will be made short 
work of in the Congressional elec- 
tions that are not far off. 


The Ballinger inquiry has sudden- 


ly halted. 
The testimony against 


Ballinger has become quite hot and a 
halt was called and Ballinger advised 
to employ counsel. 
Hearings have 


been postponed until February 11, 
but now at this writing two lawyers 
have already been employed and they 
will spend the next week in studying 
the case. 
John Vertress, a Demo- 


cratic lawyer from Tennessee, has 
been employed to defend Mr. Bal- 
linger and has had an interview with 
the President. He was taken, to the 
White House by Secretary of War, 
Dickinson, where the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot situation was thoroughly can- 
vassed. Ballinger did not stay to the 
regular Cabinet meeting but left with 
Mr. Vertrees to consult with other 
Interior Department officers. Anoth- 
er lawyer has also been taken into 
the case and two Ex-Senators, it is 
said, will be called in to assist Mr. 
Ballinger. 


The first Ccngressional reception 


at the White House under the new 
administration was given Tuesday 
night and the innovations of the 
President and Mrs. Taft were put to 
a final test. Four of these semi-pub- 
lic receptions are given yearly when 
the guests of honor are first the Dip- 
lomatic corps, followed by the Judi- 
ciary, the members of Congress and 
the Army and Navy. For many years 
it has been the custom to have the 
guests form in line and wait until 
the President and receiving party 
had assembled in one of the smaller 
apartments, the green room or blue 
room. 
Then at a signal from the 


Army officer and close friend of the 
President who was in charge, the 
doors were thrown open and the 
guests were allowed, one at a time, 
to pass in and shake hands with the 
President. 
A number of changes 


have been made iu this plan of enter- 
tainment. 
To begin with, Mrs. Taft 


drew the line at issuing invitations 
to tailors, grocers and the hoi polloi 
of "trade." 
Then she announced 


through a secretary that those who 
were invited to one reception need 
not feel slighted if they were omitted 
from the list for the others. This of

AX IXPAXT INDUSTRY 


One of the main arguments put 


forth in proof of our robber tariff by 
Uiose who claim to favor high duties, 
but really take their course to favor 
trusts and combines which in many 
Instances compensate them for their 
action, is that tariff is necessary to 
protect our infant Industries.

ridiculousness of the theory has often 
been pointed out but there are those 
"who, having eyes, see not, etc.''

"The report of the United States 


Steel Corporation for the quarter 
ending September 90 showed net 
earnings of $40,000,000, or at the 
rate of $160,000,000 per year, which 
is a fraction over 10 per cent, on the 
total capitalization. 
As the actual 


capital invested was not over $400,- 
000,000 these earnings represent 40 
per cent, dividends. What will the 
sleel trust have to earn before it will 
be strong enough to stand alone with- 
out Xurse Jonathan's aid?" 


DO>T'T RETURN TO WORK TAX 


At Tuesday's election five town- 


ships of the county—Napier, Liberty, 
East Providence, Southampton and 
Juniata—will vote on the matter of 
Changing the manner of paying road 
tax back to the work system, under a 
provision of the Act of May 13, 1909. 
This is a matter of more than passing 
importance and should be carefully 
considered.

The act referred to provides that 


road taxes be paid in cash, but pro- 
vides that the voters of a district may 
by a majority vote go back to the 
work system. 
If the taxes are paid 


in cash the State will pay 50 per 
edit, of the amount of the duplicte, 
while if the voters elect to continue 
t&e work tax system nothing will be 
received from the State. 
Can any 


township afford to adopt the work 
tax system? 


The amount of road tax last year 


in the townships that will vote on the 
question at the coming election was, 
in round numbers, as follows: 
Na- 


• pier, $3,300; Liberty, $1,400; East 
Providence, 
$1,600; Southampton, 


$1,400; Juniata, $2,100; making a 
total of $9,800. Should the cash tax 
svstem be retained 50 per cent of the 
$9,SOO, or $4,900, will come to the 
five townships from the State, while 
nothing will be received from that 
source if the work sj stein is return- 
ed to. 


We are inclined to believe that 


some of the voters have (he law of 
1909 confused with the Act of 1905. 
In the latter the State agreed to pay 
15 per cent, of the amount of the 
duplicate to townships adopting the 
cash system, while m the former the 
State agrees to pay 30 per cent, to 
townships that do not return to the 
work system; that remain under the 
Act of 1909. 


This is a matter ol too much im- 


portance to be treated lightly. 
Mr. 


Voter of N'apier, can your townshio 
afford to reject $l,CoO a year from 
the State without expense to the 
township? 
Can Liberty afford to re- 


fuse $700, or East Providence $800, 
or Southampton $700. or Juniaia 
$1,050? 
By your votes you will de- 


termine; consider the matter care- 
fully before you cast your ballot.

Woonsocket, R. I., Feb. 7, 1910. 


This is a great city of 35,000 soul?. 


Many French Canadians live here and 
there are saloons and beer gardens, I 
dare say, by the hundred. 
In these 


the great drink is ale, and why every- 
one drink's ale in this section instead 
of beer as in Pennsylvania I do not 
know. 
This city is 12 miles from 


Pawtucket, 16 from Providence and 
22 from Worcester. It has the lar- 
gest clothes wringer manufacturing 
plant in the U. S., and there are 
thirty cotton mills in the place.

takes considerable to feed those who 
work in the various mills and it is all 
brought from other places; not a hill 
of corn or bushel of grain is raised 
in this section of the state.

He says "Hello," can tell his 


master when he is hungry and does 
many other wonderful things and 
says many words quite plainly. This 
most wonderful cat is now six years 
old and has been owned by Mr. 
Toung all the while. 
Mr. Young 


found him a little coon kitten and 
has cared for him ever since. Tim Is 
a fine specimen of a coon cat and 
weighs 16 pounds; has the marks of 
the breed. He never sleeps in a ball 
like the common cat does, but he 
stretches at full length, coon fashion, 
on the alert. If the master is not 
up promptly on time, say at 6, Mr. 
Tim goes into his room, crawls upon 
his bed and says, "Up Cy," and he 
keeps this up till Mr. Young gets up.

Lob- 
sters! ah, that is it; but if you are 
caught with one under eight inches 
long, woe! be unto you, for you will 
be fined an X. The law is very se- 
vere on those caught with "shorts" in 


I heir possession. But we all take the 
chances. 
Now, a broiled live lob- 


ster as served at the Woodcock Cafe 
is not to be sneezed at. They prepare 
them in such a way as to be sweeter 
and better than at any other cafe at 
which I have eaten them. 


Next week I expect to be in New 


Hampshire where I see the snow is 
two feet deep. There has been plenty 
of snow here but it doesn't stay. The 
air from the salt water causes it to 
melt. 


Last Sunday I had a Bedford lady 


to dine with me and from the way 
she ate I knew she had her appetite 
with her and that she enjoyed her 
dinner, for she also told me so. Sun- 
day was indeed a cold day.

One or more box stalls should be pro- 


vided for the use of the mares at par- 
turition time. They are convenient for 
sick horses at any time and are almost 
a necessity if a stallion is kept. A 
small room should be provided near 
the horses in which the harness can 
be hung. The ammonia from the ma- 
mire is very destructive to leather. 
Besides this, when the harness hangs 
directly behind the horses it is occa- 
sionally kicked down and trampled on, 
the colts get tangled in it, and it 
causes trouble generally. 


The young horses do not need an 


expensive shelter. Horses stand cold 
weather better than any other class of 
stock. The most they need is a good 
shed with a tight roof and kept well 
bedded. They can run on the pasture 
in winter as well as in summer if part 
of the grass has been allowed to grow 
up during the fall. One of the greatest 
objections to letting colts run in this 
manner is the liability to wire cuts. 
Where the pasture is fenced with barb- 
ed wire, especially if the fence la not 
kept in first class repair at all times, 
wire cuts are inevitable. The loss on 
one or two colts is enough to pay for 
putting a good woven wire fence, like 
that described in article 1, around the 
entire horse pasture. 


Three years is usually the best age^ 


to breed mares for the flrst> time. 
Where they are very large for their 
age breeding at two years is an advan- 
tage, as it broadens them out and at 
the same time gives them more grace 
and symmetry. In this case, however, 
they should not be brod (he following 
year, so that they nuiy h"ve an oppor- 
tunity to complete their prowth

should not be required to back, how- 
ever, nor to exert herself too much in 
pulling heavy loads. Working in the 
mud is also bad for her and if kept up 
for any length of time is likely te 
cause abortion.

The surest indication of the ap- 


proach of foaling time is the appear- 
ance of wax on the teats, which oc- 
curs about three days before parturi- 
tion. At this time the feed should be 
reduced in amount and a warm bran 
mash given at night. The addition of 
a little oilmeal will clean out the in- 
testines and makes foaling easy. For 
several days previous to foaling the 
mare should be kept in a box stall, so 
that she may become accustomed to 
the new location. Some one should be 
at hand when the colt is born to give 
assistance if necessary. Do not both- 
er the mare unless it is absolutely nec- 
essary, however. 
As soon as the colt is born the navel 


cord should be tied tightly, about two 
inches from the body, with a. string 
which has been soaked in some disin- 
fecting solution. The cord should be 
cut just below the point where it is 
tied and the remaining portion wet 
with some of the disinfecting solution. 
The udder of the mare should also be 
washed with the same solution. At- 
tention to these details will do much 
to prevent the attack of scours and 
joint ill which so often proves fatal 
to young colts. 
Do not be in too big a hurry to get 


the mare on feed after foaling. A lit- 
tle laxative feed for the first day or 
two after foaling is all she needs. In 
pasture season the mare and colt may 
be turned out on grass for a few days, 
gradually increasing the grain ration 
at the same time. In case work is 
pressing the mare may be put to work 
in two or three days after foaling, but

two precautions must be strictly ad- 
hered to—first, do not allow the colt 
to follow the mare in the field, ex- 
hausting his puny strength in fighting 
flies and following his mother up and 
down the rough furrows; second, do 
not allow the colt to suet while the 
mare is very warm. He will be hun- 
gry when his mother comes from the 
field and anxious to satisfy his appe- 
tite at once, but a little wholesome re- 
straint at this time will teach him a 
lesson that he must learn some time- 
that his master's will is superior to his 
own. 


Care of the Colt. 


In two or three weeks the colt will 


begin to nibble at the hay in his moth- 
er's manger, and if given a feed box of 
his own out of reach of the other 
horses he will soon learn to eat oats. 
He can be turned out in the pasture 
with his mother when she is not busy,

Feeding. 


There is no better feed for mares or 


for horses of any kind than oats. In 
addition to their high feeding value, 
they seem to have a stimulating ef- 
fect, keeping the animals in better 
spirits than any other kind of feed. 
Oats are usually too expensive to be 
fed exclusively, however. 
There is 


probably no better ration for draft 
horses than one part bran, two parts 
corn and three parts oats. 


Ground barley may be used in place 


of the corn. If oats are exceptionally 
high two parts instead of three may 
be used. A handful of oilmeal once 
a week in the whiter will add to the 
thrift of the animals. The amount of 
the grain mixture fed should vary 
and a quarter 


other colts without his mother. With 
all the grass and oats he can eat. In 
addition to hia mother's milk, his 
growth will be rapid. 
A colt that 


learns to eat well before weaning time 
will suffer little check in growth at 
that time. 
The first winter la a perilous time for 


the colt. Too often he is given the run 
of the farm, with little roughage other 
than cornstalks and straw and only a 
very small allowance of grain or none 
at all. Many farmers hold up their 
hands in horror at the thought of giv- 
ing a colt grain every day from the 
time he is big enough to eat until he 
is marketed. 
These same farmers, 


however, think nothing of feeding their 
calves liberally for two or three years 
and then selling them for one-third 
what the colt will bring at the same
